REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This action is in response to the RCE filed 8/26/2009. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The primary reason for allowance of claim 1 is that the prior art does not teach or 
fairly suggest a portable bacteria detector which includes the cap assembly comprising 
a means for forming at least two independent chambers for liquid, including a first 
chamber for liquid which is formed by a first partition member and a second partition 
member wherein the second partition member is provided with a concave at a hollow- 
container side thereof, and a tip of the stick-like protrusion provided for the first opening- 
forming means is movably fitted into the concave so that if external force is applied to 
the cap assembly in a direction approximately perpendicular to the axis of the detector 
then an opening will be formed in the first liquid chamber prior to an opening being 
formed in the second liquid chamber.
